One packer alone has Biaiighterod 
i>l)Oiit 1.4011.(1(111 cattle In the flrflt thir- 
ny-foiir weeks of lii i llscnl year 1!HS 
The total iinnilier of animals killed by 
iIlo li'adiiu: p.-ukcrs ilnriu); the tliroe 
llscal years falling witliin the world- 
war oeriod and ending in the fall of 
11117 is given as 146000,000, classified 
as follows: Cattle, 17,000,00; sheep. 
27.000,000; hogs, 61,000,000. 

It Is believed that the aKregaic 
gross sales of the five larger packers 
will -approach $3,^0,000,000 for the 
year 1918. On this whole amount the 
average net profit indicated now will 
be between two and three cents per 
dollar of soles. But on meat the aver- 
age pro/It is running less than fhe 
two '•enis per dollar of sales which Is 
less than the limit allowed by the 
l''ederal regulation restricting profits 
on meat lo nine per cent, on the capi- 
tal invested. 

These sales tlgures reproBcnt an in- 
crease of a full third over the oper- 
ations of these concerns last year and 
also show that their financial tnrn-

war and has trebled Itself In Ave 
years. These large totals are of 
course due primarily to increased 
orioes, rather than to increased ton- 
nage.

TO MCIO.NHEES: 

Tho overfoodlng of poultry immed- 
iately preceding the sale thereof by 
producers Is not only a waste of food, 
but is the cause of a great number of 
birds dying from the effects of It. 

It Is the desire of the U. B. W>od 
Administration that licensees when 
buying live poultry from producers, 
limit the amount of feed to one ounce' 
to eaoh two pounds of poultry. 

By complying with this request It 
will result In saving a great many 
birds that perish from overfeeding, 
and It win also save a great deal of 
food. 

The patriotic co-operation of all li- 
censees Is desired.

Food .Ailiiiinislration. liegiihir week- 
ly slii|iiiii'iits of carload lots are being 
Iliad." to llieso tliree inland cities from 
lioiiits on tho C,uir of .\le.\ico in order 
'o onoourago tho use of less meat iiy 
11 increased consumption of fish. An 
ueni of tho Department of Agrienl- 
nre is working with the Railroad Ad- 
'ninlstration In handling the transpor- 
atlon, and the distribution is under 
'he dr^ction of State and city food ad- 
ninlstrators In cooperation with the 
lureau of Fisheries. 

Ten earioad lots aggregating more 
than 200,000 pounds have already 
been distributed In this way.

cook them. Sea mullet, sea catfish, 
-theepsbeud. trout, and hardtail arc 
some of the varieties that have found 
favor with the women. Plans are now 
being completed to ship flsh from the 
Vorth Carolina coast to Pittsburgh.
